Returning To School 

Recently I emphasized the im- 
Portance of keeping a child home 
from acheol when some sign or 
symptom, no matter how insig- 
nificant, appears to inuicate a 
change of health Now 1 want 
to stress the danger of permitl- 
ting a chiid to return to school 
tou soon after illness. 

Not only is there danger to the 
of his weakened 
condition, but it may be that he 
is still capable of transmitting the 
disease. Your family physician 


should be your guide, since the 
periods of communicability are 
known for most diseases. These 
periods should be upheld ta the 


limit. , 

It is not good sportsmanship to 
run the chance of your child be- 
ing the cause of transmitting dis- 
ease to others. Of course, we know 
that nursing a child to recovery 
is often a trying experience for 
the mother. And when the child 
is sllowed to leave the sick bed, 
the temptation to send him back 
to school is very great. Never- 
theless, it is not fair to the child, 
nor to the teacher, and it may be 
unfair to the other children at
